Mr. Douglas on the Missouri Com- 
promise in 1851 


As the repeal of the Missouri, Compromise 
is made a test of political orthodoxy by Mr. 
Douglas and his (ollowers, we copy the fol- 
lowing extract from his speech in the Senate 
in 1851, on the resolution of Mr, Foote, and 
ask the reader to contrast his remarks then 
with hia speeches at the present session. of 
Congress. What ean the Anties say injus- 
tification of the course of their leader, Mr. 
Donglas. iv 1851, in favor of the Missouri 
Compromise? Even upio the day Mr. Dou- 
glas made his report in favor of the organiza- 
tion of Nebraska during the present session 
of Congress, he regarded the Missouri com- 
promise as ‘‘sacred,’’ but now he denounces 
every man as an abolitionist, who does not 
join him in his attempt to repeal it. But 
inconsistency is a cardinal principle with the 
anti-Bentons, and Douglas’ course suits thern 
admirably:
